CASE. NU' MAN BRIEEED PRESIDENT ON RESULTS OF YARG 
INTERROGATION TO DATE. THIS TENDED SUBSTANTIATE 
THE THESIS THAT SALTZMAN/ JUNGMAN HAD BEHAVED VERY 
FOOLISHLY AND HAD CONTRAVENED YAR LAWS BUT IT SEEMED

3. PRESIDENT AL- IRYANI AGREED ON NEED FOR YARG 
TO REACH DECISION QUICKLY. RADIO 

BAGHDAD, IN PARTICULAR, SEEMED TO HAVE WELL PLACED 
INFORMANTS IN YAR. ONCE IT GOT A HOLD OF STORY 
THAT YARG HOLDING TWO AMERICAN JEWS ALLEGED TO BE 
SPIES FOR ISRAEL, IT WOULD BE MORE DIFFICULT FOR 
YARG TO RELEASE THEM. FROM WHAT HE HAD HEARD HE 
WAS INCLINED TO THE VIEW THAT SALTZMAN/ JUNGMAN WERE

DONE. I HAVE SINCE RELATED INFORMATION ON SALTZMAN' S 
PAST HISTORY TO FONMIN NU' MAN. FOREIGN OFFICE 
IS CONTINUING TO HAVE DIFFICULTY ARRANGING CONSULAR 
ACCESS DUE SUSPICIONS OF MILITARY SECURITY, BUT WE 
HOPEFUL FINAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR VISIT BY CONSULAR 
OFFICER WILL BE CONCLUDED MORNING MAY 12. WE THING, 

GIVEN THE CIRCUMSTANCES, THAT SALTZMAN AND JUNGMAN 
ARE LIKELY TO SEE ADVANTAGES OF SIGNING STATEMENT 
AGREEING TO LIMITATION OF PASSPORTS IF THIS IS, AS 
IT IS, ONLY ALTERNATIVE TO THEIR REMAINING INDEFINITELY 
IN A YEMENI JAIL. 
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
